'l'Eo busy seenos always allendant upon the trans«
fercnee of merchandise to the hold and deck of one
of our large Bound steamors was socomplisned with
tho usual and provertial Yankoe dash and evergy,
and by haif-past 8 o’cloek tho City of Norwick was
loaded mimost to her guards. At 10 o'elock, after
taking o fow more passengers on botrd, wineh made
gloven In all, the llnes wore cast off, and, under o
pressure of twents-iwo pounds of steam, the vesssl
started on her regn ar voyage, and headod for New
York. Al on bourd were in the bost of sprrts, little
dreamine o1 the dreadiul ealumity that was o soon
to overteke them,

THE COLLIMION,

Aliout 8 o'clock in the morniug w light fog or mist
sottled on the water, but did not prevent ebjocts at
distance being plainly seen, At sbont #oen punuses
betore 4 the lookout on the iy of Norwich discoy-
ered o schooner about one houvdared feee distant,
gtanding to tho oastward on tne wind, which eourse

first sovn the sohoover is said to bave had no lyght

1he scheorer proved to be thy Gemeral 8 Fan
Viiet loadod with oystors, nnd wus going at & good
rate o1 speed, a8 the wond was Blowing o <ufl broeze,
She struck the City of Norwich just torward of the

rt gaogway wih graat foree, taring and tipping
es timburs, and cutting & large hole in her port side,
rough which the water rushed in Jarge quantities,
d the vessel commeneed tlling very rapidly.,
THE BTEAMER TAKES FIRE,

Amid the hurrieo bustle aod excitement conso-
quert npon the steamer’s settiing o rapioly into the
water the or{ of fire was rescd, nod lu s few seconds
more the forked tongues oi hvid lame were seen
darting out of the vewel’s hold, and this added
m:tly to the confusion thut already existod among

passangers and orew, The steamer being sap-
phed with upper and lower fursaces, Lthe water soon
reached the lower fired dud for ed the flamoes into
the tire room, where thay communicated with the
wood-work igoned the combusuble materials with
which the robm was filled, and but a vory iew
winutos elapeed before the vesse: was enveloped in

mes.

As the fire worked its wav through the deck a
anic sczed those on board au a rush wos made
or the small boats and life presorvers, aud It was
with the greatest daffioulty that tho offieers could
make themsclves heard, so thiar thewr orders and n-
structior s could be obeyed. The prevailing dark-
ness, the crackling finmes, the dense volumes of
pmoke, the pricous supphoations of the women and
ehildren, and the hoarse shouting of the men, lent
to the direiul confusion thas already exastod and
added greatly to the terrors and fearful consterna.
tion of all on board or the ill-fated steamor,

TRYING TO SAVE THE PASSENGERS,

Capwain Bturgess, atly assisted by his officers apd
erew, did ailin b power to aliav toe fears of the
ougers, aud nhm'lli{ after the alarm o1 firo was
firsl ounded ordered the boats to be lowered lor
the purpose of rn\r-n{z tuose on board. At the fimo
o! the seeldent most of the passenigers and orow
wore im ther berths soundiy asleep, and wer,
awakened from pleassot dreams ol home only t
find themsaelses threstened with a terrible &nd
most instantaneous death, Kushing upon deck,
t a8 they nrose from their beds, they had nothing
on but their mgnt.clothes to proteet them frow the
damy, ehil'y armosphere, and n this condition they
ran wild and frantieally about the deek, some vanly
striving to reach their rooms again to get thewr gar-
mo: s and save other valuables that they nad with
hem, und others thinsing on vy of savine their lives.
The first poat, in charge of Mr. Jumes M, Adams,
one of the firemen, was stccosstully lowered, and,
beiog eoon fllled. pulled oft to & safe distance from
the burmne steamer; but when the seoond boat was
nearly il ed with such of the passengors and crow as
oouid be got into if, it capsized, and all were presipi-
wied into the water. Some of the poor wretohes
immediately grusped the flonting oars, while othors
clung tenuclous'y to the boat for full twenty min-
utes before they were resoved, and somo sank to rise
no more. As those m the warer elutohed the gan.
wales in their efforts to keop ntloat, the boat wou'd
turn over and ayer with thom, and they could get
no firm hold with which to hang om to s, T'hey
remaimed 1o this pertous position until rescued oy
the boats of the propeller Elecfra,

THE 'ELECTRA' TO THE RESCUE,

The propeller Eleotra, Captain J. W, Nye, leik
Providence the same evening, and was In company
during the entire night with the City of Norwich
The vesrels were rnoning down the Sound abrenst of
ouch oillier, and about threequarters of & mile apart.
W hen the colltsion occurred thooe on board the
Electra coula pleinly distingwishi both the steamer
and the schooner, and could hoar the shonting on
bourd of the vessels, Captain Nye instantly altored
his course and stood for the rcons of the disaster,
and 1t 18 mainly owine to his indelutigable exertions

THE “OITY OF NORwion,"

The steamer City of Norwich was burlt fn this oity
gome four years e.nce by My, Jooan Engliel, and was
rated at o out one ithousand throe vandred tons
burden (ne s measurement). The City or Norwich
was & sde<wheol steamer, and in ber earior cardor
was in the service of the United States Governmaent,
running petween (s ety aud Fortress Monroe
She #nnk in less than an bour after boing run into,
nnd wis valued, with ber eargo. at over a million of
dollars. The vessel was tolly insured,

BTATEMENT OF ONE OF THE PASSENOERS,

Mr Henry Turner, 8 merchant of Norwich, who
was o pussenger on board of the City of Norwich at
the be of the dissster, states that whon the colision
occurred e was asleep 1 lig stateroom, and was
awakened by a sudden orash, whereupon he mmes
diately rose, When he ran ont he discovered that
the steamer had beén run into, and he thought he
would return to bis stateroom to save his watch and
money, he baving about a thousand dollars in the
statcroom; Lut on turning back he found that the
steamor was on fire, and as the flames were spread.
ing so tapidly it was impossinie for him to
save s property, He_ had nothing on but hisjover-
copt and punts, and i order te avold leing
burned to death he had to jump overboard.
Hethen begnn fo swim a8 fast as possible to reach
a small boat, which by this ume had appearcd in
water; but, as too many persons were clinging
10 it, the boat was turned over, and all were thrown
into the water, Mr, Tuarner, bowever, rose again,
and made auother exertion to reach the boat, but
in the attempt was nearty drowned. Mr. Turner,
like the other passengers, was very shatterod in his
mind in gonsequence of thus trlfhtful necldent, Ho
states that there were onty liloon passengors on
board of the ili-fated boat, two of whom appear to
be missing. These are, ns stated by Mr, Turocr, 8
little son of Samuel Uﬁfoﬂd. of this oity, and ason
ot {he Chief Engineer of the boat,
BTATHEMENT OF 1HE CHIEN ENGINEER OF THE
‘Y BLECTRA."

Charles Smith, the chiel engneer of the Electra,
atates that about four o'cloek in the morniug he was
alarmed, pud on going out saw & steamer 1o flames,
He immedintely went on deck and lowered one of
tue lile bosts, He picked up six or seven men. Mr.,
Crowley, the ohiel mate, by thas time bad gooe ont
in the first boat and rescued six or elghy men and
two women, The fire on the burning vessel spread
vory mapdly, and in  ten minutes from the
tume 1t broke out the bost was onveloped
in flames I(rom fore to aft, The chiet enyi-
noer's boat's crew was composod of Mr. Hal
loek, the expressman of the Neptune Express;
alr, Emith, the stoward of the Electra, and & lew
others, who all did their best 1o roseue from drown.
ing those persems who had trusted teemselves to
the waves lo escape from the burning vessol, and
rendered cfficient service., Mr, Smith I8 ot the
opmion that tee fire onmuated during vhe eoliision
of the City of Norwich with the schooner, from the
rigsing of the water whon the vessel passod, hiffing
the fires, which communiecated wita the woodwork,
snd at once enveloped the whole vessel in flames,
1he disaster eccurred near the same spot whers, a
few weeks ago. the City of New London was run o
by the moamer Monitor, and whers the stoumer
Lezington was barned in 1860 —N, ¥, Herald.

MORTALITY AT SEA.

Arrival of the Steamship “Vieginia®
from KLiverpeol—Thirty-eight Deaths
om the Passage—The Uanse of Death
Not Specified—The Vessel Sent to the
Lower Bay, Fito,

The Britlsh steamship Virginia, Captain
Prowse commanding, which left Liverpool ou
the 4th and Queenstown on the 5th fustant, ar:
rived at Quarantine last evening, She spiled
with one thousand and fortyv-three passengers,
and merchandise consigned to the Natiopal Btean
Nuvigation Company.

Omn the passage thirty-eight deaths took place
—-!1:'11'1}-«&1 ol the passengers sud two ol the
(.’in-w. The vessel has begn detained st Quaraus-
tine, ’

The disense of which these ll?l"‘sU:LH died does
not sppear, hs no commupledtion has been
allowed with the vessel; but this morning it is
srobable that all partioulars will be ascertaiued.
‘u the meantime {t i not necessary for the
public to surmise that every death which takes
place on poard a ship bound to thig port is ne-
cessarily cholern; but it is essentially necessary
that a thorough investization be made by the
authorities, lu order to nzcertain all the circum-
stanoes surrounding those deaths,

As goon ns the Health Officer ascertained that
the vessel wus Infected, and her unfortunate
passengers were sulfering from a disease con-
tracted on the voyage, he Immedintely ordered
hier to the lower guuarantine anchorage, which
is about twenty miles from the city. No appre
hension need therefore be entertninéd that the
disense, whatever may be its nature, will be
communicated to the eity.

Internal Improvements,

The Committee on Commerce, aftor n month's
earnest labor, have reported the most important
river and harbor improvement bill of many
years, The Committee thoroughly discussed the
plan of making appropriations simply for con-
tinuing the work on the Improvements, or or
appropriating cnough at once for thoroughly
compléting them, or bringing them a& near that
condition as poesible, The latter was finally
agreed upon, aud a bill reported which appro-
priates over three millions of dollars for that
purpose, It has this specific provision:—**Aund
the money nppropriated by this act shall be so
apolied as to> complete or make the neacest
approximation to completing the work for
which each specific appropriation Is made,
The bill also gives the SBecretary of War gene-
ral power to make new surveyas or examinations
of worke in progress, and to change thelr pre-
geut plan whenever he deems it advisable; and
it specially directs him to esuse surveys to be
made with a view to the lnauguration of now
works at some twenty different points, among
which uwre Hell Gate, New York, and Bridgeport,
Conn.; and for this purpose it appropriates
$260,000—$30,000 of which 15 to be expended
on the Atlantic const, The Becretary is directed
to make an annual report of his doings to
Congress, The following are the chiel appro-
priations of the bill: —=For extending the break
water at Portland Harbor, Me,, $105,111; for im
provement of navigation of Hudson river, N, Y.,
$30,000; for preservation of Provincetown Har.
